The combination of Manwaring, Numazaki et al., and Poillon et al. as applied in the office 
action mailed April 20, 2009 fails to disclose or make obvious the claimed invention as presented in 
the amendment filed August 20, 2009 (see at least claims 1 and 18). Moreover, Applicant's 
arguments filed August 20, 2009 directed to the combination are persuasive. For at least these 
reasons, claims 1-9, 13-15, 18-41 are allowed.
